efficient. If th ere is no sufficient rea­ 
so n given by the perso n addressed, 
the departm ent will reco m m end to th e 
president th a t th e o fficial w ho se reo - 
o rd is as indicated be reappo inted. 
W hile this general rule is being ap» 
plied it is no t hard and fast, as h as 
been indicated. The president prefer« 
to appo int th e sam e m en, all things 
being equal, and no go o d reaso n being 
given w hy he sho uld no t. 
H e reco g­ 
nizes, ho w ever, th at, under th e co n­ 
stitutio n, thro ugh th e pro visio n which 
requires th a t no m inatio ns he co nfirm­ 
ed by the U nited States senate, h e In 
g reat pa rt shares w ith senato rs th e 
respo nsibility and autho rity fo r m ak­ 
ing appo intm ents. 
He will, in co nsequence, 
co nsult 
w ith senato rs In all patro nage m atters, 
and will, w here he can he m ade to see

Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, admitted 
on the witness stand in Judge Pinck­ 
ney ’s court y esterday that he had been 
convicted of defrauding the govern 
ment in 1868, and had served part of a 
Jail sentence. Louis Pfalzer, formerly 
head buy er of cattle for the packing 
firm, had sued his former employ ers 
for $15,000 for breach of contract. 
Mr. Sulzberger took 
the witness 
stand to testify regarding the alleged 
contract, but the first question put by 
pfalzer’s attorney after the direct ex ­ 
amination startled the witness and 
astonished almost every body in the 
court room. 
"Isn't it a fact, Mr. Sulzberger," the 
attorney asked, “ that y ou have been 
convicted of a crime and sentenced to 
jail, a part of which sentence was 
served? " 
"Yes," replied the witness, “ but I 
was pardoned." 
« You were convicted in 1868 of con 
epiracy to defraud the government and 
lined $ 5000 and sentenced to ten day s 
in jail, were y ou not?" was the nex t 
question. 
"Yes, sir” was again the reply , and 
that line of inquiry was dropped. 
After all the evidence 
had been 
heard the jury retired, and shortly af­ 
terwards brought in a verdict of $ 14,- 
000 In favor of the plaintiff. Accord-^ 
tag to the certified record of the pro-i 
ceedings in the New York 
courts 
vhich was presented to Judge Pinck­ 
ney by the attorney for the plaintiff, 
Mr. Sulzberger was tried and convict 
ed of “ conspiracy to defraud the gov 
eminent” in New York in 1868 during 
the whisky scandal of that y ear.

One of the most b eau tifu l lakes In 
the world lies in the heart of the Sier­ 
ras on "The Overland Rou te/* 6220
